"Washington, July 21. — Deter- 


mined to obtain a first-hand view 
of the railroad strike situation, 
President Harding today called 
Chairman Hooper of the Railroad 
Labor Board here from Chicago 
for a personal interview tomor- 
row. 
Prior to summoning the La- 


bor Board head, the President re- 
ceived Chairman Cummins and 
Senators Kellogg and Watson of 
the senate interstate commerce 
committees, who reported on their 
conference last night with east- 
ern railroad executives, and later 
the whole question was taken up 
for discussion in a prolonged 
cab- 


inet session. 


Meanwhile, Attorney General 


Daugherty conferred at the capi- 
tol, first with' Senator Borah, 
chairman of the senate labor 
com- 


mittee, and then with Mr. Cum- 
mins, the discussions involving 
the possibility of legal action in 
both the railroad and coal strikes 
although the attorney genera 
stated afterward that no immedi 
ate legal proceedings were under 
contemplation.

HOW TO KEETHENS LAYING 


Settle Question ot Eggs Versus In- 
eocta and Diseases by Proper Cure 


of Yards juid Houses. 


Ithaca. July»21.—Hot weather poul- 


try diseases and parasites can best be 
checked by keeping houses nnd yards 
sweet and clean, according to a state- 
ment given out today by the poultry 
specialists at the state agricultural 
college here. Healthy and contented 
hens are the ones that 
lay 
best 


through the summer months. a.c- 


cording to the specialists, who give 
the following suggestions Irom the ex- 
perience of successful poultrymen: 


Deep plowing of the yards and 


sowing of green crops such as oats 
or rape, with a generous application 
of lime after the plowing-, will kill 
or drive out any disease germs which 
hot weather might otherwise cause to 
become active. The droppings should 
be cleaned out frequently. 


Clean and Spray. 


Spraying; 
perches 
and dropping 


boards with a mixture of three ports 
of kerosene and one part of crude 
carbolic acid every two weeks during 
the summer, or with standard solu- 
tions of stock dip or coal tar prod- 
ucts sh'ould keep the red mites in 
check. One application"of carbolineum 
will usually last an entire season. Car- 
bolineum should be applied carefully 
with a brush to the roosts and inside 
of the nests. 


•Whitewashing 
the 
Inside of the 


poultry house su least once each ye.ir 
also prevents tho ravages of insects 
and keeps it sweet and clean. Whlte- 
Wa«h may bo made ns follows: Slake 
a bushel of unslaked lime In twelve 
gallons of warm water; dissolve one 
pound of zinc of sulphate In two gal- 
lons of •warm water; vadd the two 
solutions, two pounds of common salt. 
and two gallons of milk.

sers,' " sav s the bulletin. "Most of 
them, In the matter of t.i/e bear to 
true volcanoes the relation of the 
proveibial molehill to the mountain 
And while 'volcano,' with the picture 
lhat it brings up of demolished and 
buried cities, naturaliv inspires some- 
thing of uve. 'mud volcanoes,' when 
they are not mildly intetesting na- 
tural phenomena, are little more than 
nuisances. 


"Like gevsers. mud volcanoes are 


usually found in regions that h ive 
been subject to true volcanic action 
within recent geologic times 
But 


this i<» not alvvajs true; and 'recent' 
in this sense may mean many thoti- 
sinjls of years 
In the case of gei- 


sers, water gathers in fissures, a por- 
tion of whose walls are hot, steam 
forms after a time and the column of 
water is expelled. In the case of mud 
volcanoes, a much smaller quantity of 
water is Involved 
It is usuillj turned 


completely into steam which forces its 
way through fine material and forms 
hot mud 
In typical mud volcanoes, 


the soft mud is forced out with, little 
violence through the top of a small 
mound and flows down over the sides 
Occasionally, however, a heavy column 
of mud traps tlie steam for n con; 
siderable period, which Is ended by a 
gevser-Hke eruption tint may throw 
the soft matenal and chunks of tha 
hardened cone high in the air.

Sheriff Williams 
after 
examining 


the order granted by Referee Byard 
then informed Shaul that this ends 
the matter so far as I am concerned 
and he released Shaul at once. 
Later Mrs. 
Cotton sued 
Sheriff 


Williams to recover the amount of 
her judgm?nt against Shaul for per- 
mitting Cotton to escape, he after- 
ward leaving the state. This action 
was tried before Justice Kellogg at 
Cooperstown in March last, the case 
being taken from the jury, it being 
held that the questions ot law alone 
were involved. 


Justice Kellogg in his decision says 


that the 
case originally 
tried 
in 


Oneltia. county was not submitted on; 
the theory that- whatever he did he 
acted 
maliciously, 
wrongfully and 


wilfully. 
Upon this judgment, I am 


of tho opinion that the plaintiff was 
not entitled to an execution against 
the body of Shaul. 


Assuming, however, says the court, 


that the plaintiff wns entitled to place 
in the hands of the sheriff of Otsego 
county an 
execution which 
would 


hold Sfoaul'g body, I have reached the 
conclusion that it was the duty of the 
sheriff to obey the order issued 
by 


Referee Byard protecting Shaul from 
arrest on a civil process until it was 
vacated by due process of law. 
The 


case is dismissed on the merits wllh 
costs.
